Three hundred reserves were held 
at the Helena court 
house.

white officer from a negro church yes­ 
terday the rejmrt was sent out that 
150 whites in the vicinity of Elaine 
were surrounded by

negroes 
Hundreds of white men immediately 
began moving toward the scene of the 
disturbance

country. Their arrival resulted in 
a 
general clash with the negroes. 
One hundred prisoners, arrested at 
Elaine, were br night to the Helena.

keeping.

were herded into town by the sheriff**

rioting got beyond control 
of 
local 
authorities. 
Feared Attack on Jail 
Deputies teared if prisoners were 
left in the Elaine jail an organized 
attempt might

friends to release them, leading to

outbreaks.

prisoners 
were both white* and negroes. 
Women aud children were brought 
here from the riot zone. 
Race trouble started when W. D. 
Adkins, special railroad

to arrest a negro on a minor charge. 
Special deputies were sworn in by 
Sheriff Kitchens and sent to Elaine.

FLIGHTS WORTH WHILE 


Dr. Frederick S. Lee of Columbia 
University, who has made a special 
study of fatigue in its relation 
to 
labor, gives some surprising figures 
regarding 
the output of 
long 
and 
short hours. So little a tiling as 
tan-minute rest period morning and 
afternoon, In a ten-hour day, he says, 
increased the production in one fac­ 
tory three per cent the first week, 
seventeen per cent the second week 
and twenty-six 
per cent the 
third 
week. 
In another factory the reduction of 
hoyrs per week in heavy work from 
’$ to ol brought an increase of 22 
per 
cent in 
output. 
For 
medium 
heavy work a decrease from 66 hours 
to 45 1-5 hours a week, instead 
of 
diminishing the production, increased 
it nine per cent. In light work the 
hours were reduced from 65 to 
49 
with a decrease of one per cent in 
output. 
It 
is evident, however, that 
the 
principle must be applied with dis­ 
cretion. i t is to the advantage of the 
workman," says Dr. Lee, "to work 
up to his capacity, a disadvantage for 
him to work to the point of fatigue." 
The eight-hour day. which seems to

aim at present, he 
considers "very unscientific," because 
"eight hours is too 
long for some

deaths annually from tuberculosis, or 
more deaths from that one preventa­ 
ble disease than the United 
States 
army lost in its year of activity on 
the field of battle. There are 1,000,000 


k n ow n active cases, and there is uo 
way of estimating the number of un 
suspected rases. 
The association expects to press its 
educational campaign vigorously, aud 
to extend its plans for the care of all 
persons 
afflicted 
with 
the disease. 
More dispensaries will be established, 
more sanatoria opened. In all these 
plans local health boards and private 
individuals should cooperate vigor­ 
ously. The avoidance of any habit 
which can tend to spread tuberculosis 
should be a m atter of both public and 
private concern. For the cheering side 
of tkie dark picture is that tuberculo­ 
sis is curable. At least, if taken in 
tine, its progress can be arrested, 
and its prevention is simply a m at­ 
ter of persuading the nation to take 
pains enough.

Way, Says Moreland 


An era of big 
industrial 
develop­ 
ment is beginning on the Pacific coast, 
particularly in (Southern 
California, 
according to Watt L. 
Moreland 
of 
Lbs Angeles in his address given at 
the M. and M. and Chamber of Com­ 
merce luncheon yesterday. 
“Hydro-electric energy will he the 
great source of motive power in tho 
years to come,” said (Moreland, “and 
this energy will take the 
place 
of 
coal. There is water-power In the Pa­ 
cific coast mountains 
in 
abundance 
and enough iron to last us two hun­ 
dred years. The time is coming wheii 
that iron will be 
transformed 
Into 
steel through the use of our hydro­ 
electric energy, and the Pacific coast 
will become a regular hive of pro­ 
ducers, of manufacturing. It is our 
problem to develop every horsepower 
of energy’ possible for 
this 
coming 
period. 
“It is also our problem to see that 
the workmen’s children play on the 
grass instead of on the street, that 
the workman lives in a cottage in­ 
stead of a tenement house, to see twit 
every worker 
(becomes 
a 
regular 
American and that 
all 
newcomers 
live up to 
stricter 
citizenship 
re­ 
quirements. The modern manufacturer 
must have a factory that is clean, that 
is sanitary, that is beautiful, for only 
thus can he get the help of skilled 
workers which he must have to make 
the industry a success. 
The old idea 
of a dirty factory with its clouds .of 
coal amoke is a thing of the past and 
the new factory, the kind wliich we 
are to develop in Southern California, 
will look more like a school house 
than a factory. 
Want Industries to Bo Success 
‘.‘W e in Los Angeles had just as soon 
see a factory established 
at 
Santa 
Ank or Riverside or Ban Bernardino 
as in Ivos Angeles itself, for the bene 
fits which Loa Angeles will receive 
will be the same, no m atter where the 
plant is located in this territory. We 
want every factory in Southern Cali­ 
fornia to the a success, and if it will 
be more successful in Santa Ana than 
anywhere else we want to see it locat­ 
ed in Santa 
Aaa.

your 
Chamber of Commerce to co-operate 
with ours in a get-together exploita­ 
tion of all our advantages and in all 
movements for our m utual benefit. 
“Why. I believe I could bring half 
the industries of the country in my 
line to S o u th ern California if we had 
a place to put them. 
E astern people 
aro at last realizing th at all we have 
said about 
(Southern 
California 
is 
true, and they’re coming. 
It is our 
business to start new enterprises, to 
encourage the old. and to get ready 
to be a more valuable part of the 
country than ever before.” 
The speaker mentioned briefly the 
present upset industrial condition in 
the world, an inevitable result of the 
war, and particularly condemned the 
I. W. W., bolshevists, and anarchists, 
who he said, have during the war pe­ 
riod got control of the honest labor­ 
ing m en’s organizations in this coun­ 
try. 
“It is our business, through proper 
education, to perpetuate the principles 
of American liberty which have made 
our country the greatest in the world,” 
he said, “and which are now being as­ 
sailed by anarchistic forces who are 
preaching confiscation of w ealth and 
other schemes designed to overthrow 
our government.” 
The world should 
return 
to 
the 
sound doctrine that 
prosperity 
and 
health are obtained onlv through the 
sweat of one’s brow, Moreland said, 
and that one must w ork 
before 
he 
shall eat. 
The unions, be said, must 
learn th at they should 
secure their 
aims through education, 
not 
force, 
through 
arguments, 
evidence, 
and 
dem onstrations, so that there may be 
the squarest possible deal for capital 
and labor, both of which are necessary 
to the attainm ent of happiness and 
prosperity. It is high tim e, he said, 
that nine-tenths of the American peo­ 
ple should declare th at no one class 
of people shall run and control 
the 
government. 
“The strike is a vicious, 
criminal 
weapon,” declared the speaker, “and 
causes many Innocent people to suffer. 
We are all going to pay a little more 
because of the recent railroad strike 
in this district, when many thousands 
of dollars worth of foodstuffs 
were 
destroyed. 
I believe one of the cpn- 
structiVW bings we should do 
is 
to 
have a law passed absolutely prohib­ 
iting ‘strikes. 
With that, of course, 
would c o m e / court of arbitration, and 
there would be no cause for strikes 
inasmuch as either side could get jus­ 
tice through the processes 
of 
this 
court.”
